Judge rules

Former city manager faces

Crawford County residents are still in the 
running to hear and decide alleged charges, 
which former Grayling City Manager 
David A. Thayer faces, but a key prosecutor 
| was removed from trying the cases

| Chief 46th Trial Court Judge Janet M. 
Allen denied a motion to change the venue 
for three-misdemeanor charges that Thayer 
ge) sa: faces, 

James Hunt, Thayer’s defense attorney 
from Traverse City, requested the motion to 
change the venue to at Ieast a county locat- 
{ ed adjacent to Crawford County. He argued 
that pre-trial publicity, mostly from 
Crawford County Avalanche news cover- 
age, the posting of stories on the newspa- 
per’s Internet website, and blog postings to 
those stories would make it difficult to find 
jurors who did not have opinions and 
knowledge of the charges. 

: Grayling attorney David Sabin, a special 
assistant prosecutor assigned to help prose- 
cute the trials, argued that local residents 
had the right to siton the jury for the trials, 
He said that most of the blogs were 
between the same 12 to 20 people and some 
were from Thayer's supporters. 

“It has to stay in Crawtord County,” 
Sabin argued. “That's where it: started. 
That's where i should be tried.” 

Allen noted that case law precluded her 
from changing the venue for the (rial until 
she has at least made an attempt to find six 
jurors who would deliberate for a misde- 
meanor case. She added that Thayer was 
also given a chance lo give comments on 
his views for the newspaper stories. 

Before ruling on the change of venue 
motion, Allen did disqualify Sabin as a spe- 
cial assistant prosecutor for the cases. 

Hunt argued that Sabin could be called as 
a witness for a case Thayer faces for 
allegedly violating the state’s Social 
Security Privacy Act 24 times. 

Authorities claim that Thayer presented 
Dee Maybury, a former Grayling City 
Council member, with Michigan 
Department of Treasury Tax forms, which 
contained the Social Security nurmbers of

Of course,!,900 Netherlands 
troops is just a drop in the bucket 
compared to our overall anti- 
Taliban military effort, but could it 
be a continuing trend among 
America’s supporters of the effort 
to stem international terrorism in 
that country a half world away? 

Canada has announced tt will 
bring home its 2,700 troops from 
Afghanistan in 2011, and the 
Polish President Komorowski 
plans to pull out Poland's 2,600 
soldiers in 2012.

Slates expects to have 100,000 
troops on the ground within a 
month or so. President Barack 
Obama has promised to start draw- 
ing down American troop strength 
from Afghanistan in July 2011 =a 
pledge he may not be able to fulfill 
depending on the course of the war 
at that ime. 

The war in Afghanistan already 
is America’s longest war. Starting 
in October 2001, it is now within 
two months of being nine years in 
duration. For comparison, our own 
American Revolution lasted six 
years, nine months, and US fight- 
ing in World War If was three 
years, cight months, 

With our allics dropping their 
support along the way, how long 
can we - or should we — continue 
this military action?

NEW TAXES - Many Michigan 
poliucians seem especially proud 
that they have not raised Michigan 
taxes. Some have even promised 
they will never vote for new taxes, 
which in my book is a foolhardy 


stance, 


With the new school year about 
to begin at Michigan’s state sup- 
ported universities, try the no-tax 
mantra on college students and 
their parents. 

Only Eastern Michigan 
University among Michigan’s 
largest schools has stood firm 
against tuition hikes for the 2010- 
11 school year. 

Michigan State University 
tuition is up 2.5 — percent, 
University of Michigan 1.5_ per- 
cent, Wayne State up 4.4 percent. 

Michigan Tech and Saginaw 
Valley have the highest rate 
increases among state schools at 
5.9 percent. 

No new taxes? Michigan’s deci- 
sion makers may have technically 
stayed away from taxes that take 
money out of the pockets of 
Michigan citizens, but college stu- 
dents and their parents are paying 
more because of the actions — or 
lack of action — by Michigan law- 
makers.

“Tvs about time,” said 
Linkheart, referring to a 
skate park that was located at 
Hanson Hills. “We had our

it’s nice to have one back in 
Grayling.” 

Linkheart said the skate 
park would save time and 
expenses from having to 
travel to Gaylord, East 
Jordan and Lake City. It will 
also cut down youth wran- 
gling themselves out of trou- 
ble with authorities, —busi- 
ness owners and their par- 
ents. 

“If this wasn’t here, it 
would be kids getting in 
more (rouble than they 
already are.” Linkheart said. 

In 2006, a skateboard club, 
which dubbed themselves 
“The Crew,” began raising 
money for the park. Over the 
years, the group brought in 


$1,700, which included a 
$250 donation from the 
Grayling Eagles Auxiliary. 

Trey Townsend, a found- 
ing member of “The Crew,” 
was ecstatic to have the 
equipment in last week and 
was imagining the. possibili- 
lies of tricks he would do on 
his skateboard. 

“] think its awesome,” 
Townsend said. “It’s some- 
thing to look forward to and 
keep on building onto. It 
shows our hard work is pay- 
ing off and it’s actually mak- 
ing a difference. 

“There’s a couple of kids 
out here right now and 
they’re not even finished,” 
Townsend added. 
“Hopefully, they can keep up 
with it and get the rest of the 
stuff out here pretty soon.” 

Mike Shearer became 
involved with the skate park 
project last year. Shearer has 
been involved with a number 
of youth sports leagues and 
has hosted several foreign 
exchange students, 

Shearer said the need for a 
skate park.was recognized a 
long time ago for youth who 
don’t necessarily care to get 
involved in regular stick and 
ball sports. 

“This gets them off the 
streets and into arca that’s 
better for them,” Shearer 


said. “They won’t be getting 
chewed out and getting 
chased away. Out here, they 
can play their music, they 
can have their fun and we 
have lights at night so they 
skateboard at night. It’s a 
really great situation.” 

Ben Chouinard, a member 
of the city’s parks and recre- 
ation committee, said he was 
pleased that city officials, the 
youth and volunteers were 
able to get the equipment in 
while it is still summertime, 
The city allocated $8,000 
from its parks and recreation 
fund to purchase the equip- 
ment,

“Everybody's coming 


together to get it done. It just 
shows there is need for jt and 
when it is done - it’s going to 
be well used.”
